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Well'Meaning, But Useless 


There is now before the Indiana senate a proposal for a sweeping 
|, iny«stigation into the high cost of living in Indiana. It was presented 
t y Swiator Negley, of Marion county, in the form of a resolution 
broad in character and scope. Senator Negley would have appoint- 
ed a special committee, with power to employ counsel and stenograph- 
ers, to compel witnesses to testify and to bring before the bar of the 
éenate on contempt charges any witness who refused to answer. 
He 
'wants an inquiry primarily into the question of foodstuffs, particu- 
larly products of the soil, the difference between the cost to the pro- 
ducer and the consumer, the profits to the middleman and the possible 
existence of secret combinations to prevent free competition, with a 
Similar inquisitorial foray into the question of fuel as well as of food- 
¿tuÉs. 


It will be quickly admitted that Senator Negley is not chasing a 
phantom. The high cost of living is a painful reality, but in "the light 
of similar investigation both by the federal government and by a num- 
ber of states, it seems absolutely devoid of any promise whatever of 
results that will either amount to relief from the high prices or justi- 
fication for the expense it Avill necessarily incur. In no instance what- 
ever, «q, far as we have been able to observe, has there developed any 
information that established a case against the food-producer or the 
I ifood-seller, or that resulted in any relief from the ruling 
prices. 
Everywhere these investigations have started off with a flourish of 
trumpets, some portentious predictions and more than a hint of mys- 
terious and lawless combinations that were to bo sought out and 
broken up, their members punished and their products brought down 
to lower price levels. 


xYet nothing of this sort has actually developed anywhere. 
Tlie 
g i s t ^ the findings, after examination of many witnesses, research in- 
to costs, stocks of supplies, methods of distribution and other ele- 
ments entering into price-making has been the solemn conclusion that 
pri<^e& are high, w^hich we already knew, and that nothing can be done 
about it, which we already suspected. The inquiry into high food and 
fuel prices may have been interesting ejiough and valuable enough as 
a collector of information, but its results as a jn-oducer of relief have 
J)een wholly negligible. 
It has been uniformly a fizzle, arid there is 
ijmall occasion to believe that an Indiana effort along that line will be 
able to develop any more satisfactory results than have been attained 
elsewhere. It might as well conserve both its money and its effort, 
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To many thousands of people will come a sharp twinge of sincere 
regret ai news of the death of Buffalo Bill, who, as plainsman, scout, 
hunter^vnioldier and, in later years, entertainer, was easily one 
of 
Americans most picturesque characters. 
Somehow Colonel Oody, liv- 
ing the life and conspicuous in the exploits of the frontiersman, was 
never the cheap hero portrayed in the old ''yellow back" novel and" 
similar literary trash. He managed to keep above all that, doubtless 
because his purpose was constantly toward some worth-while end and 
because through many years he enjoyed the fullest confidence and was 
able to serve the government in conspicuous fashion. It was his later 
• OWefr at the head of his congress of rough riders of the world that 
niad6 Colonel Cody a familiar figure to practically all the larger cen- 
tera of.population both in this country and in Europe, and in this 
capacity he brought before the present generation a faithful and 
highly valuable picture of a frontier life that had become history. It 
•wag" common repute that in his later days financial fortune ceased to 
sjnile upon him, and, measured by tha. affluence that was once his, 
Buffalo Bill came down to his last days a poor man. Yet to the last he 
remained the stalwart, courageous, hopeful and undaunted character 
that constituted a striking figure in American life.

Two forces are contending for the mas- 
tery of our institutions. One is the pow- 
er of wealth and the other is the idea of 
democracy. 


We may adopt some form of social- 
ism in the meantime. 
But socialism is 
a European doctrine and, as taught here, 
is not adapted to our institutions. It 
should be a doctrine for the laboring 
classes, but in the last election the so- 
cialists opposed the labor party. 


England as a nation has 
been 
the 
greatest exploiter of labor the world has 
ever seen. Physical degeneration set in 
among the laboring classes and various 
laws were enacted beginning in 1913 to 
relieve them. 
If 
relief 
had not been 
found, England would 
gradually 
have 
gone under. 


Germany's factory system began forty 
years after England's, but she is far 
ahead of England in labor legislation. 


Germany is enthusiastic in her work 
as a nation. 
SJie challenged British su- 
premacy and control of commerce and 
that brought on the war. 


France is also enthusiastic as a na- 
tion. But America in comparison is ster- 
ile, We have no culture or art or liter- 
ature, and little real interest in national 
questions. 


If you talk to business mtjj» or bank- 
ers in Paris, for instance, about art, lit- 
erature, war, military affairs, politics or 
international law, you will 
find 
them 
well informed, and unless you are tech- 


nically informed on the subject you had 
better keep still. 


In America we are not interested in 
such things. 
Our business men do not 
Know anything about them. 


We are interested in two things only— 
Wall street and the movies. 
. 


AVe talk of our great prosperity and 
our great acciimulation of wealth. It is 
all money, money, money. 


But if we do not wake up we will find 
in a few years that Germany and Japan 
will pass us. 


They are more efficient and more de- 
voted to national ideals. 
We are whip- 
•ped and cannot resist them unless we 
wake up.

Solution Offered to Problem 
of Marked Inequality, 
in Assessment. 


By Russell W. Wright, A. B., A. M.) 
In a former article attention was 
called to the fact that the 
assess- 
ments in the several 
counties lack 
uniformity. 
Tl|ia is largely due to tjie 
method by which the rate of taxation 
is determined. 
Under our 
system 
part of the revenue raised by taxa- 
tion goes to defray local government 
and pai-t is sent to the state. 


If the assessments can be kept at 
a low valuation less money will have 
to be paid h-^ the local community to 
carry on the state government. 
It 
is a notorious 
fact 
that 
assessors 
watch their assessments to see that 
they are not higher than those in 
neighboring 
counties. 
You 
know 
how you feel when you are assessed 
higher than your neighbor, who has 
more household goods than you have. 
Well it is the same with the assessor. 
He wants to keep his district lower 
than those around him. 


In order to get away from this sit- 
uation you can do one of two things. 
You can apply the lash and punish 
the assessor if he fails to make proper 
assessments, or you can romove the 
cause of the trouble. 
To do the latter 
many of the states are adopting wliat 
is called a separation of sources for 
state and local revenues. 
By such a 
device the state would get its taxes 
from one source and the local unit 
from a different source. 
This would 
remove the tendency to have low as- 
sessments, as nothing could be gained 
by them. 


Advantages Named. 


There are several advantages 
to 
such a system of taxation. 
In the 
first place it conforms to the natural 
divisions of governmental functibns. 
It would permit the state to derive its 
revenue from those sources that are 
directly under the eye of the state. 
With 
the increasing supervision 
of' 
corporations 
and 
public 
utilities 
it 
would be quite easy for the state to 
derive its revenue from these forms 
of property. 
The state has the means 
at hand and could equitably assess 
them. 


Many of the states are taking up 
this method of taxation as the best 
method devised. Pennsylvania derives 
its state revenue almost wholly from 
taxes on corporations. 
New York de- 
rives most of its revenue from special 
taxes and licenses, leaving the gen- 
eral property tax for the local unit. 


The small states of New 
Jersey, 
Connecticut, Vermont and 
Delaware 


find that the corporation tax is suffi- 
cient to defray practically all of thé 
state expenses. 
California now pro- 
v i d e for separation of sources by a 
constitutional 
provision, local 
reve- 
nues coming from the general prop- 
erty tax and the state revenue from a 
tax on corporations, inheritances and 
special license fees. 


In Minnesota separation has prac- 
tically 
been 
realized 
through 
the 
movement toward centralization rath- 
er 
than 
any 
conscious attempt 
to 
bring about a separation. 


Question is Up. 


The 
question 
of 
separation 
of 
sources came up in Indiana at the 
time that the present tax law was 
passed in 1891. 
By the bill at that 
time the ta.x on railroads was to go to 
the state. 
This bill was defeated by 
the efforts of the counties where the 
railroads form a valuable part of the 
taxable property of the countj-, as is 
the case of Marion county. 


There is now considerable agitation 
for this reform. 
Whether it can be 
accomplished 
without 
constitutional 
changes has been a disputed (question. 
In view of the fact that both of the 
parties are 
pledged 
to a 
constitu- 
tional convention and Governor Good- 
rich has advocated 
changes in the 
tax clause in the constit'ition where- 
I)y we can get modern taxation, on« 
might think that separation of sources 
is not an impossibility.

There are three essntials pitchers must 
learn, Mitchell declares.

trol. to hold runnei^s on bases, and to 
pitch without' putting everything on the 
ball. 


Mitchell says the wise pitcher knows 
when the batter is going to hit and that 
Dick Rudolph can call the turn on the 
hitter every lime by the way he tightens 
up on the bat. 


Most ball players will be sh^ of this 
statement. 
Rudolph 
has never 
been 
credited with saying he could tell that a 
batter was going to swing or pass up 
the ball .and the smartest pitchers have 
never made such claims. 


The fact is. that the batter is up' there 
set to hit anything he likes and just be- 
cause he may have decided to pass one 
up is no reason why he would not swing 
if the ball is grooved for him. 


Rudolph, like others, studies batters, 
and knows what they can hit and what 
fools them. 
Not having great strength 
or excessive speed Rudolph must know 
his batters to be successful. 


In this Rudolph is only following a 
practice started probably by Addie Joss, 
who made himself the leading pitcher in 
the American league for years by studying 
batters and knowing what to pitch them 
without exerting himself to the limit. 


Pitchers with great strength and ter- 
rific speed are not forced to resort to this 
method, although the strongest of them 


I 


find themselves more "effective by a sys- 
tematic study of opponents. 


Pitchers of the type of Walter Johnson 
and Alexande.r can 
win most of their 
games by their terrific speed and their 
sharp breaking curves. 


Matthewson won success "by studying 
batters. 
He was one of the greatest ex- 
ponents of this style of pitching. 


Cy Young hung on in the big show for 
years because he knew what to feed 
batters. 


Dusty Rhodes was one of the few pitch- 
ers who claimed to have a s.vstem in 
making batsmen hit certain ways. 
He 
contended certain kinds of pitching re- 
sulted in mathematical angles when the 
bat struck the ball atjd that he could 
determine before the 
ball was pitched 
whether it would be hit in the air or on 
the ground. 


But although Rhodes' theory seemed 
plausible enough on paper, it didn't work 
out in reality because Rhodes could not 
determine whether the bat would meet 
them cleanly or a little above or below 
the turn which completely shattered his 
calcuhitions. 


If Fred Mitchell can teach pitchers to 
tell when a batter Is going to hit and 
when he isn't, he will have robbed the 
opposing clubs of half 
their offensive 
strength—it's Worth watching.

Seven Hundred on Isle of 
Man Have Pull Liberty 
of Their Faith. 


Douglas Isle of Man, Jan. 
11.— 
(Correspondence

Press.)—All the war prisoners of the 
Jewish faith in the British Isles are 
Interned at the 
Cunningham 
camp, 
near Douglas. 
There are 700 of them 
—Germans, Austrlans 
and 
Turks— 
and they have every facility for ob- 
serving the various requirements of 
their religion. 
Their head rabbi, an 
Austrian prisoner, was repatriated to 
Austria a few weeks ago, but his work 
is being continued uninterruptedly by 
a war cabinet of under-rabbis. 
An 
opportunity is open to all prisoners of 
the Jewish/ faith 
to be interned in 
Douglas camp, where they are pro- 
vided with kosher food. 


Several of the British soldiers in 
the camp guard are of .levrish faith, 
and these are geneijally ajssigned to 
duty in the Jewish section. 
The Jew- 
ish community has its own schools, 
where the prisoners 
are taught in 
Hebrew and Yiddish.

to Prussian domination over Europe. 
The allies had made that clear, he 
said, In their reply to Germany, and 
clearer still in their reply to Amer- 
ica. 


The Rome conference was under 


no delusions, Mr. Lloyd George con- 
tinued in his Guild hall address, as to 
the magnitude of the task at tho allies, 
but felt no doubts as to the results. 
The whole situation was probed, the 
difficulties were faced and arrange- 
ments were made to deal with them. 
All the allies felt, he declared, that if 
victory was difficult, defeat was im- 
possible. 


The premier said that the grim res- 


olution of the entente allies at the 
recent conference in Rome was that 
at all costs they must achieve the

Among the more Important bills in the 
house were H. B. 46 by Representative 
Miller of Kokomo, providing for free 
text books for the common schools of 
the state, and a primary election bill 
by Representative Aldredge of Ander- 
son, 
changing the time of holding the 


city and county primaries from March 
6 to Tuesday following the first Mon- 
day In September. Tho bill exempts 
cities of the first class which will con- 
tinue to hold their primaries In March. 
The bill carries an emengency clause. 


State Police Department. 


Representative Myers, of Hamilton 


county, introduced H. B. 43, which 
provides for the organization of a state 
police department composed of four 
commissioners appointed by the gov- 
ernor. The bill carries an appropria- 
tion of $30,000 and provides that tho 
commissioners may appoint a super- 
intendent at $2,500 and seven deputies 
at $1,200.

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Well-Meaning, But Useless 


There is now before the Indiana senate a proposal for a sweeping 


investigation into the high cost of living in Indiana. It was presented 
Ly Senator Negley, of Marion county, in the form of a resolution 
broad in character and scope. Senator Negley would have appoint- 
ed a special committee, with power to employ counsel and stenograph- 
ers, to compel witnesses to testify and to bring before the bar of the 
senate oti contempt charges any witness vho refused to answer. He 
•wants an inquiry primarily into the question of foodstuffs, particu- 
' larly products of the soil, the difference between the cost to the pro- 


ducer and the consumer, the profits to the middleman and the possible 
existence of secret combinations to prevent free competition, with a 
similar inquisitorial foray into the question of fuel as well as of food- 
Btuffs. 


It will be quickly admitted that Senator Negley is not chasing a 


phantom. The high cost of living is a painful reality, but in the light 
of similar investigation both by the federal government and by a num- 
ber of states, it seems absolutely devoid of any promise whatever of 
results that will either amount to relief from the high prices or justi- 
fication for the ezpense it will necessarily incur. In 110.instance what- 
ever, so far as we have been able to observe, has there developed any 
information that established a case against the food-producer or the 
food-seller, or that resulted in any relief from the ruling 
prices. 


Everywhere these investigations have started off with a flourish of 
trumpets, some portcntious predictions and more than a hint of mys- 
terious and lawless combinations that were to bo sought out and 
broken up, their members punished and their products brought down 
to lower price levels. 


Yet nothing of this sort has actually developed anywhere. The 


gist of the findings, after examination of many witnesses, rcscareli in- 
to costs, stocks of supplies, methods of distribution and other ele- 
ments entering into price-making has been the solemn conclusion that 
prices are high, which we already knew, and that nothing can be done 
about it, which we already suspected. The inquiry into high food and 
fuel prices may have been interesting enough and valuable enough as 
a collector of information, but its results as a producer o£ relief have 
been wholly negligible. 
It has been uniformly a fizzle, and there is 


small occasion to believe that an Indiana effort along that line will bo 
able to develop any more satisfactory results limn have bceu attained 
elsewhere. It might as well conserve both its money and its effort.

To rnany thousands of people will come a sharp twinge of sincere 


regret at news of the death of BuSulo Bill, who, as plainsman, scout, 
liunter, soldier and, in later years, entertainer, M'as easily one of 
America's most picturesque characters. Somehow Colonel Cody, liv- 
ing the life and conspicuous in the exploits of the frontiersman, was 
never the cheap hero portrayed in the old "yellow back" novel and 
similar literary trash. lie managed to keep above all that, doubtless 
because his purpose was constantly toward some worth-while end and 
because through many years he enjoyed the fullest confidence and was 
able to serve the government in conspicuous fashion. It was his later 
career at the head of his congress of rough riders of the world that

In order to get away from this sit- 


uation you can do one of two things. 
You can apply the lush and punish 
the assessor if he fails to make proper 
assessments, or you can remove the 
cause of the trouble. To do tho latter 
many of the states are adopting what 
s called a separation of sources for 
state and local revenues: By such a 
device tho state would get its. taxes 
from one source and the local unit 
from a different source. 
This would 


remove the tendency to have low as- 
sessments, as nothing could be gained 
by them.Advantages Named. 


There are several advantages to 


such a system of taxation. 
In the 


first place it conforms to tho natural 
divisions of governmental functions. 
It would permit the state to derive its 
revenue from those sources that are 
directly under the eye of tho state. 
With the increasing supervision of 
corporations and public utilities it 
would be quite easy for the state to 
derive .its revenue from these forms 
of property. The state has the means 
at hand and could equitably assess 
them. 
Many of the states are taking up 


this method of taxation as the best 
method devised. Pennsylvania derives 
its state revenue almost wholly from 
taxes on corporations. 
New York de- 


rives most of its revenue from specia 
taxes and licenses, leaving the gen- 
eral property tax for the local unit. 


The small states of New Jersey 


Connecticut, Vermont and Delaware 


find that the corporation tax Is suffi- 
cient to defray practically all of the 
state expenses. 
California now pro- 


vides for separation of sources by a 
onstltutional provision, local reve- 
nues coming from the general prop- 
erty tax and the state revenue from a 
:ax on corporations, inheritances and 
special license fees. 


In Minnesota separation has prac- 


tically 
been realized through tho 


novement toward centralization rath- 
er than any conscious attempt to 
bring about a separation.

Ft. Wayne Mothers' Organ- 


ization to Present Meas- 


ure to Legislature. 


The Fort Wayne Mothers' club has 


been Interesting Itself in the past year 
in the proposal for a mothers' pennlon 
law for Indiana. Early in the year the 
need of such a measure was presented 
to the Mothers' club by Mrs. C. W. 
Honeck, 70S Cottage avenue, an active 
member who had since 1912 interested 
herself in the preparation of a bill 
of this kind for Indiana. At that time 
Illinois had adopted such a law, it 
being the first state in the union to 
enact a measure of this kind. It has 
met with such success that twenty- 
nine states have such a law In force. 


The bill which Mrs. Honeck has pre- 


pared with the help of members of the 
Mothers' club and legal advice will be 
presented at this session of the legis- 
lature. She is now in Indianapolis for 
that purpose. 


The purpose of the bill is to provide 


monthly payments to Indigent widowed 
and abandoned mothers for support 
of their own children in their own 
homes in order to allow the mother to 
give her children the protection of a 
home and a true mother's love and 
care. The argument is made that Inas- 
much as the state has to pay for the 
keeping of such a child somewhere, 
why not pay its own mother. 


Speaking of the bill Mrs. Honeck 


says: "When a father deserts his fam- 
ily or is incapacitated with a lingering 
illness or dies many a really truly good 
mother is left without help. She is an 
utter failure. We know that a mother 
cannot be a mother and a bread winner 
and she finally has to resort to other 
sources for assistance. 
Her children 


are taken from her. Indiana can stop 
this inhuman 
way by 
adopting a 


mothers' pension law. Why should a 
mother who has been worthy the day 
before her husband dies become un- 
worthy the day after. 
The Mothers' 


club, which stands for so much, at 
once saw the advisability of such a law 
and took steps to endorse and support 
a measure of this kind."

Many sources of entertainment have 
already been arranged, such as a gala 
day at the race track and the opera, 
a trip out through the country, and an 
excursion to Matanzas. The morning 
sessions of the conference are to be 
held in the Academy of Sciences, the 
afternoon at the university, while the 
evenings are to be given over to social 
events.

In Washington last year in conjunc- 
tion with the Pan-American conven- 
tion, the very important pronounce- 
ment as to the rights and duties ot na- 
tions was drawn up which received 
widespread notice at the time. This 
provided tn the main that states, 
whether large or small, have the right 
of existence and self-defense, so long 
as neither infringed on the rights of 
other states, that none was entitled to 
violate International law and that if 
one did it was the moral duty of th« 
others to protest energetically.

Insinuations that disaster might befall 
the structures if they were hauled 
three squares to the south have been 
offered. Several property owners from 
the Buchanan-Weisser Park avenue 
region expect to appear in person be- 
fore the works board members to offer 
verbal protest Thursday night. 


Remonstrance reads that the dwell- 


ings which managers of the Bass foun- 
dry propose to move to new surround- 
ings are at least fifty years old. 


"They are nothing but shacks," one 


of the indignant remonstrators told a 
member of the works board. "They are 
old style things that would ruin our 
neighborhood." 


Fear that tenants of the moved 


houses would in all probability be for- 
eigners 
and 
therefore 
undesirable 


was also set out in the petition to the 
board. 


Occasion for tlip turmoil among res- 


idents, north of Weissor park, is the an- 
nouncement that a factory building will 
be erected on the present site of the 
houses and dwellings moved to lots near 
Buchanan and Weisser Park avenue. The 
houses arc'to be rented.

London, Jan. 11.—It has been 


learned by The Associated Press 
that the entente reply to President 
Wilson makes specific designation 
of its terms of peace, which in- 
cludes the restoration of Belgium, 
of Serbia and Montenegro and 
complete reparation for the dam- 
age they sustained; and the evacu- 
ation of the invaded territories of 
France, Russia and Rumania, with 
such reparation as is considered 
just. The terms also require the 
liberation 'of Italians, Slavs, Ru- 
manians and Czech slavs from for- 
eign domination. The retirement 
of the Turkish empire from Eu- 
rope is required. 


The terms also provide for the re- 


organization of Europe, guaranteed 
by a stable regime and founded upon 
the respected nationalities and the 
full liberty and security of all great

party of the second part may desire; and 
Whereas, Said railroad is unwilling to 
construct such sidetrack for skid purposes- 
now. 


Therefore, In consideration of the cove- 
nants and agreements to be performed 
and complied with .by tho party of the 
second part, as herinafter provided: con- 
sent, permission, and authority are hereby 
granted and given by the party of the 
first part to tho party of the second part 
to construct, maintain and operate, or 
cause to be operated, a. single track rail- 
road over and across McDonald street In 
sa.ld city, the. same to be elevated and 
constructed as hereinafter set out. and 
provided, from -the main tracks of said 
Wabash ratlroaH. beginning at a point 
opposite the alley between Summer and 
Hancock streets in said city and crossing 
the north side of said McDonald street at 
a. point about 20 foot east of tho east line 
of said alley, said sidetrack to be located 
an shown on the plat hereto attached and 
made a part hereof, and on which pint 
the line and route of said track in marked 


and indicated by. the red line thereon. 
It Is understood and agreed that the 
consent, permission and authority herein 
given and granted are upon the following 
terms and conditions: 


1. The party of the second part, if 
he desires to avail himself of the benefits 
of the consent, permission, and authority 
herein granted, shall cause the complete 
construction of said track within eigh- 
teen months from the date hereof, and in 
the event that he so avails himself of such 
grant, permission, consent and authority, 
then he shall cause the complete con- 
struction of said track within ninety days 
from the time he commences work thereon 
and within the period of eighteen months 
as above stated, and shall at no time in 
the construction of said track, occupy for 
such purposes the street above mentioned 
for any length of time In excess of ten 
days, but in the event that party of the 
second part is prevented from complying 
with any of the above conditions by rea- 
son of any judgment of any court, or other 
good cause, then said Board of Public 
Works may grant a reasonable extension 
of time as to any one of the above pro- 
visions. 


2. Said sidetrack shall be elevated and 
be supported by substantial and sufficient 
tressel work of either wood, iron, or con- 
crete, and be sufficiently high above said 
McDonald street so as not to be a.n im- 
pediment to the ordinary and proper uso 
of said street by the public; in accordance 
with plans a.nd specifications, and which 
said plans and specifications shall first be 
submitted to and be approved by the 
Board of Public Works before the work of 
construction is commenced.

good and safe condition for travel and 
of the same" material as the remainder 
thereof, unless said second parry, at his 
expense, cause said sidetrack to be 
changed according to plans and specifica- 
tions prepared by and under direction of 
tho engineer in charge. 
4. The party of the second part shall 
so construct and maintain his said track in 
such a manner as to not in any way inter- 
fere with" the drainage of the surface 
waters on said street, and shall, when 
constructing said track over and across 
said street do th» same under the direc- 
tion of said Board of Public Works, and 
in the manner required by said board. 
5. The party of the second part further 
airrees and binds himself to keep and hold 
said city free and harmless from any and 
all liability, from any and all damages 
that may accrue to any person or prop- 
erty on account of any Injury to their 
person or property growing out of the 
construction, maintenance or operation 
of any cars thereon by any person or cor- 
poration, and In case suit shall be filed 
against the city on account thereof, said 
party of the second part upon notice so 
to do by said city shall defend said action 
at his own expense, and In the event 
that Judgment may be rendered In such 
action against said city, tho party of the 
second part shall pay such judgment with 
all costs and hold the city harmless there- 
from. The second party shall, whenever 
requested by the Board of Public Works 
so to do and within fifteen (15) days there- 
after, execute to the party of the first 
part a bond with sufficient surety to bo 
approved by said Board of Public Works, 
payable to the said city In the sum of 
ten thousand ($10.000.00) dollars, and con- 
ditioned for the faithful performance by 
the second party of all and singular the 
conditions and provisions contained In 
this contract on his part to be performed, 
and will from time to time, whenever re- 
quested by said Board of Public Works, 
renew said bond.
